R. WW I:m Eftconrt , the} unfortunate ſubje@ of this dif. 
courſe , lived at Newnton in the County ot Hives; where 

he had a fair and pleaſant Sear, rwo miles from Tedbury in 
Gloceſterſhire and eighteen trom alzsbury ; beſides a plentiful 
eſtate in other piaces : He was a Gentleman of a moſt obliging 
meen and behaviour, and of that Courage and hriskueſs of 
temper that as the civility of his education forbid him to offer 
an aftionr to any 3 fo a due regard to his own Honour al wayes 
prompted him to a juſt Vindication of hi> Perſon and Reputa=- 
tion. He was a Perſon highly eſtcem'd for his Loyalty, and 
had the Honour of being borh Knight, and Barronact ; and the 
loſs of him very much lamented by all Gentlemen, who were 
either hi- N-ighbours or Acquaintance, to all whom the {weets 
neſs of hi- Temper, his Conrtehe and eafte Addreſs rendered 
him no leſs dear than familiar. Upon a Tryal berween ewo 
conſiderable Gentlemen at VYeſtminfter, the Fury were impan- 
nell'd out of the County of YVles, all of them Gentlemen of 
Quality and Eſtate, of which he was Foreman. who having on 
Frid.y the 14th, of this Inſtant Dined at the D :vil Tawarn near 
Temple- Bar in Fleet-Street ; moſt of the Company adjourned 
ro the Globe in tihe Evening, where abour eleven a Clock at Nighc 
a Diſcourſe ar »- between Sr, Will;am Eficourt and another 
Gentle.

7....n Guilty of Murder, and Col. VV. accellary, who 
were commicted ro N-:gate, and the other Gentlemen were 
diicharged upon Bay! ; and the Maſter and Drawers all ex- 
amined, by the Jury and al] the Gentlemen in company zparr, 
one after another, who were {o ſurprized at the ſuddenne!s of 
the Aion, that they could nor give lo dire& and plain an ac- 
cont as mizht othervvile have been expected.
